For centuries tyrants have boasted that 
if they could control the education of a coun- 
try’s youth, that country would become for- 
ever theirs within the space of a couple of 
generations, If the directors of an anti-free- 
dom ideology can, without opposition or 
contradiction, pour their doctrine into the 
minds of the youngsters without permitting 
them to learn any other doctrine, they will 
develop generations of Zealots dedicated to 
their beliefs. These facts must be considered 
jn connection with proposals for Federal 
aid to education. 


We have been told there is no foundation 
for the fear that “Federal money means 
government control,” but that is question- 
able. Does anybody pretend that the Federal 
government exercises no effort to control 
the Federal highway program or what the 
farmers may do under the Federal farm 
program? 


To understand some of the background of 
the Federal Aid to Education program, we 
need to look back at some recent history. 
In November, 1960, the 11th Session of the 
General Conference of UNESCO, meeting in 
Paris, France, prepared a document entitled 
“Draft Convention Against Discrimination in 
Education.” The idea was to submit this 
document to all members of the Socialistic 
United Nations for ratification as a treaty, 
binding the ratifying nations to reorganize 
and direct their educational institutions in 
compliance with the terms of the treaty. 
Simultaneously, while this was transpiring 
the Committee on Mission and Organization 
of the United States Office of Education was 
preparing a report on the role the com- 
mittee thought the Federal government 
should play in educational matters in the 
future. The report eventually was issued in 
the form of a 55-page booklet called, ““A Fed- 
eral Education Agency for the Future.” 
With the publication of this document, the 
aims and purposes of the Socialistic planners 
became clearer, For the first time it was 
possible to see that the UNESCO document, 
the Office of Education Report, and the 
plan for Federal aid to education were all 
part and parcel of a program which, if car- 
ried out in full, would internationalize our 
entire educational system. : 

The report of the Office of Education 
called, first of all, for a massive Federal aid 
program which would result in the elimina- 
tion of state, local and private financing of 
schools and colleges and thus transfer to the

a blank check basis so it could construct and 
direct the kind of -American educational 
system its members wanted. However, what 
the report did specify was that this agency 
within the Health, Education and Welfare 
would be answerable to the socialistic United 
Nations, that it would make regular reports 
to, and work under the supervision of 
UNESCO, This, obviously, would enable the 
Socialists, who dictate so many of UNESCO’s 
policies, to get a stranglehold on our entire 
educational system. 


The nature of this report by the U. S. 
Office of Education was stated explicitly by 
a group of five members of the Committee 
on Education of the House of Representa- 
tives: 

“We should never permit the American 
educational system to become a vehicle for 
experimentation by educational ideologies. 
A careful analysis of the writings of influ- 
ential spokesmen in the educational field, 
indicates a desire on the part of many of 
these individuals to utilize the educational 
system as a means of transforming the 
economic and social outlook of the United 
States . . . Anyone who doubts that the 
Federal aid to education bills would mean 
eventual Federal control of education should 

read and analyze what the Office 
of Education is planning for tomorrow’s 
schools.” . 


The report suggests that the proposed new 
agency would play a vital role in reforming 
the goals of our educational system and of 
our society. No wonder the dissenting mem- 
bers of the House Education committee 
said, “In our opinion, this is a clear attempt 
to take command and control of the Ameri- 
can educational system.” 

The Office of Education, in its report, 
boldly anticipates what it calls “multiple 
relationships with ministries of education 
abroad and international organizations such 
as UNESCO.” Briefly, the effect of this 
combination of proposals would be the de- 
struction of the community educational 
systems in this country and, finally, the de- 
struction of any American educational 
system. The plan is first to remove education 
from local control and then to build a Social- 
ized system which would fall under the su- 
pervision of the internationalists who dom- 
inate the activities of UNESCO. 


Of course, the planners aim to take us 
along this road so deceitfully that we will 
net know where we are going. They say now 
that, even though they seek Federal aid not 
only for school construction but also for 
teachers’ salaries, they have not thought of 
Federal control. They merely want, they 
emphasize, to “improve educational quality.” 
The moment you start discussing quality it is 
obvious that someone must set the standards. 
If the Federal government puts up the 
money, will not the Federal planners insist 
on setting the standards? Of course they 
will, And then the question must arise: “Are 
these Federal planners qualified to decree 
the quality of the education offered our 
young people?” Over the years, we know, 
many of them have been associated with the 
so-called “progressive” theory of education, 
which many schools and communities have 
long since decided was leaning backward 
instead of forward. 


We are frequently asked to forget our 
fear of Federal control; we are assured that 
such fears are unfounded, but an examination 
of the proposals that have been made, leads 
to the conviction that these fears simply 
cannot be brushed aside as baseless. There 
can be no Federal aid without Federal contrel 
following along, and, as has become obvious, 
the implications of Federal aid runs much 
deeper and in more sinister channels than we 
have been asked to believe. The advocates of 
Federal aid to education are working hand- 
in-glove with the advocates of international 
control of education. 

Let us not overlook the fact that every

SEATES WELL-QUALIFIED TO HANDLE 
EDUCATIONAL PROBLEM 


Because there are not enough universities, 
eolleges, schools, educators and teachers, a 
minority group seek Federal aid to education, 
which is inconsistent with the time-honored 
tradition of the U. S. Constitution. Our 
country’s founders did not see education as 
a function of the Federal government. Under 
that Constitution, local support and control 
of education has been and is about the most 
Cherished of government functions, which, 
up to the present, the states and local com- 
munities have preserved, 


Most definitely, there is room for im- 
provement, but by and large, we have done 
exceptionally well. 


Does an educational emergency exist which 
eannot be adequately solved as it has been 
heretofore by our traditional methods of 
eommunity and state aid? 

Let us glance at the record. Let us see if 
We really need Federal aid. The incontestable 
fact with regard to classroom shortage is 
that over the past twelve years more than 
six hundred thousand classrooms were com- 
pleted while the increased attendance re- 
quired the addition of only four hundred 
thousand. This indicates that over two hun- 
dred thousand new classrooms were made 
available to replace old ones and to reduce 
class sizes. That it was possible to accomplish 
this in the years of the most rapid enroil- 
ment growth demonstrates more dramatically 
than words the faith of all Americans in 
education. This record is a result of thou- 
sands of communities in individual states 
voting bond issues and higher taxes year 
' after year. 


In the early part of 1962, a survey made 
by the Federal Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare reveals that only 237 
out of 40,000 school districts (or slightly over 
one-half of one per cent) have exhausted 
their legal bonding capacity. In place of 
proving that these school districts cannot 
eontinue to assume their traditional respon- 
sibility, this survey indicates that they can 
and are doing exactly that. 

According to the estimate of the Federal 
Office of Education, it has been stated that: 
“Tf every child is to have the opportunity of 
a full day’s education in an adequate class- 
Yoom, a total of 600,000 classrooms must be 
constructed in the next ten years.” (This 
means 60,000 classrooms per annum.) The 
fact of the matter is, however, that states, 
counties and municipalities have been build- 
ing 70,000 classrooms each year for the last 
eight years. If, therefore, the present rate of 
construction is continued, we will build more 
than the number of classrooms which are 


the future. Teachers should ask themselves 
what evidenee there is to imdicate that the 
states would keep up their present contribu- 
tions to the financial needs of their respective 
educational systems if a general Federal law 
is enacted. As to the teacher shortage, the 
employment in public education in the last 
thirty-two years has increased by 140 per 
cent compared to 45 per cent in private 
industry. They must be coming from some 
where. In a half-century, the teacher-to-stu- 
dent ratio has been reduced from 35.6 to 
24.4, a fine record on the side of state-sup- 
ported educational systems. On the basis of 
these figures, the evidence is conclusive that 
the individual states have realized the need 
for further expenditures and are meeting the 
challenge. And because of this, the alleged 
danger of a shortage of teachers and class- 
rooms in our elementary and secondary 
school is a political myth. 

It was not too long ago that a popular 
television show featured an interview with 
a Cabinet member well qualified to speak on 
Federal aid to education. When asked about 
the possible conflict between Federal law and 
state law regarding educational methods and 
procedures, the Cabinet member admitted 
that if a state were given Federal aid the 
state would have to nullify its own laws and 
conform to those policies set down by the 
Federal government. To put it another way, 
either do it our way or not at all. 

What is really meant when we speak of 
Federal aid to education is oligarchical con- 
trol of education. If there is to be little or no 
Federal control accompanying Federal aid, 
what right have we to expect a major im- 
provement of the education within states 
under the same leadership they have now? 
Therefore, if Federal aid is to bring about 
better institutions of learning, it seems ob- 
vious there must be some Federal control. 

We could stand to learn from experience. 
If the experience in other fields of Federal 
aid to states is any criterion, Federal aid of 
a few million dollars will skyrocket so that 
eventually the amount will run into tens of 
billions of dollars. In the words of one writer: 
“Once the dam is breeched, there will be no 
holding back the floods, the Federal. govern- 
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battle to win these young unsettled

education and other state and local affairs.” 

In a few decades, with the further growth 
of Central government financing of state, 
county and municipalities, nothing may be 
left of our Federal system of government, 
with its union of strong and self-propelled 
states, except a few empty symbols and 
rituals and a nostalgic memory. We shall 
have but one all-powerful central govern- 
ment with regional offices, which may or 
may not be called states. Moreover, why, 
should the Federal government, already up 
to its neck in debt, sink billions of borrowed 
dollars more into the individual states, when 
they have clearly shown that they are fi- 
nancially able and capable of handling the 
problem themselves? Whereas the Federal 
government alone is a trillion, 250 million 
in debt, which includes assumed obligations; 
the total state, county and municipal gov- 
ernment indebtedness is only 62 billions, and 
some states have no indebtedness at all. 

Suppose we have just one demonstration 
by the Federal government of its ability to 
do all the things it is presently doing before 
another responsibility is added. 

We propose that the United States plan 
a balanced budget, stick within that 
budget, and gét to work and commence pay- 
ing on the huge debt just as soon as possible, 
certainly before taking on another debt in 
the form of Federal aid to education, which 
the states themselves can handle quite 
efficiently. 

The truth ie not one proponent of Federal 
aid has come up with a single idea to finance 
the plan. What do they intend for us to do, 
just add on to the debt we are piling up for 
our children and their children’s children, 
yet unborn, to pay? 

Dr. N. M. Butler, a former Columbia 
University president, said: “There is not 
enough money in the United States to pro- 
duce, by Federal authority, educational re- 
sults that would be at all comparable with 
those that already have been reached under 
the free and natural system that has grown 
up among us. Unless the school is both the 
work and the pride of the community which 
it serves, it is nothing.” ;

nations more harshly than they are prepared 
to treat their own! 

For twenty years now, first we victors 
directly, then the Germans themselves by 
eur directives, have been prosecuting and 
executing German war criminals, 

In the meanwhile, what have the victors 
done about their own war criminals? Who 
has called for the prosecution of the Rus- 
sians who murdered 11,000 Polish officers at 
Katyn (and at Nuremberg tried to blame the 
INazis for it!)? When will those Czechs be 
prosecuted who expelled and robbed 3,000, 
000 Sudetens and murdered a quarter of a 
million of them? When will those Poles be 
prosecuted who expelled and robbed nine 
million Oder-Neisse Germans and did to 
death nearly a million of them? 

When will the Soviet officers and men be 
prosecuted who raped a million German 
women and children? Or the Allied airmen 
who, after razing German cities, went on to 
snipe to death fleeing German women and 
children (as at Dresden)? 

On January 14, you report, 250 pickets 
“from a number of Jewish organizations” 
protested at the German consulate “over 
West Germany’s refusal to extend the stat- 
ute of limitations on Nazi war criminals” 
(Inquirer, Jan. 15)! Have those pickets 
equally demanded that Israel prosecute the 
Jews guilty of the Der Yassin massacre of 
‘Arabs, or those Israeli statesmen who with 
those of France and Britain committed the 
act of aggression against Egypt in 1956, 
every bit as criminal as Hitler’s attack 
on Poland in 1939? 

Let us emphasize: It is our moral duty 
not to discriminate among war criminals, 
but to treat those of all nations and parties 
and races by the same standards! If we want 
to keep on hunting war criminals, let us be 
absolutely clear about this; morality and 
gentlemanliness require that we hunt all war 
criminals alike, not just the Nazis. Other- 
wise our very discrimination in the matter 
makes us not only hypocrites, but war 
criminals ourselves psychologically!

Dear Sir:

We still insist that no organized conspiracy 
could possibly exist in the USA.

Be- 
sides, the followers of K were known to be 
extremists, and everyone knows that the 
word of an extremist can never be trusted.
